The name and identifying information of any sworn personnel who is the subject of a DIG
investigation.

The name and identifying information of any witness, including sworn personnel in the Columbus
Division of Police.

The name and identifying information of any individual who makes a complaint with the DIG.
Certain information derived through a DIG investigation and the status of a DIG investigation.

I understand that Confidential Information may include information that does not fall into any of the
categories listed above but is information or material acquired by the DIG that is not generally available to
or used by others outside of the DIG.

In consideration of my employment and the confidential relationship between the DIG, and myself | agree

that:

I will hold in trust and confidence, both during and following my employment with the DIG, all
Confidential Information, whether or not conceived, originated, discovered, or developed in whole
or in part by me.

I will not use or disclose any Confidential Information to any person except as required in the
performance of my employment duties, or as required by the Ohio Revised Code. .

If in the future | seek or accept employment with any government department or agency; private
company; firm; entity; or person, | will disclose the existence of this agreement to that department,
agency, company, firm, entity, or person and will continue to adhere to the agreement’s
requirements.

I will deliver to the DIG promptly upon request or on the date of termination of my employment,
all documents, copies of documents, and other materials in my possession pertaining to DIG
business, including Confidential Information, and thereafter promptly return all documents and
copies of documents pertaining to DIG business and originating within the DIG that come into my
possession.

I understand that violation of the terms of this Confidentiality Agreement is grounds for immediate
termination or other disciplinary action at the discretion of the Inspector General.
